In a nswer to y our request for 
suggestions of

I hplieve the 
basic three “ E s ” must be follow­ 
ed, completely and in deta il, be­ 
fore the accident rate will be a p­ 
preciably 
reduced. 
These 
three 
“ E ’s ” are Education, Engineering 
and Enforcement. 
Education should sta rt as soon 
as a child is able to walk. Sta y ­ 
ing out of streets and off high­ 
wa y s, etc. are the primary tea ch­ 
ings. Later, looking both wa y s be­ 
fore crossing streets, not 
riding 
toy s where motor vehicles travel, 
and the like should be taught. 
School a ge children 
should 
be 
taught sa fety and especia lly high­ 
way sa fety as a regular subject 
and ea rly in the grades empha sis 
should be placed on obey ing the 
rules of the road so that 
when 
driving 
begins 
breaking 
speed 
laws %vill 
be 
regarded 
correctly 
as 
a 
crimina l 
act 
rather 
than 
“ just a lark.” 
In High Schools, driver training 
should be a 
compulsory 
course 
for all children, not just a few 
willing to learn. 
Following 
High 
School the subject should not be 
dropped, highway sa fety should be 
included 
in 
Engineering courses, 
Ethics, etc. in the College curri­ 
culum. 
In addition if reexa mina tion for 
drivers licenses were required ev­ 
ery three or five y ea rs, this pro­ 
cedure could be used to further 
highway sa fety education im m ea s­ 
urably . 
Engineering for highwa y sa fety 
should not only follow the obvious 
modern highwa y engineering pra c­ 
tices

must be complete to be effective. 
If the punishment for a misdeed 
is sure and severe, the misdeeds

Only 
by 
competent 
and 
complete enforcement can

that the likelihood of

SURPLUSES TO REDS? 
MIDWESTERNERS who have stro ngly 
o ppo sed trade with the co mmunists may 
so o n be caught o n the ho rns o f a dilemma. 
Secretary o f State Dulles in a clo sed ses­ 
sio n o f the Ho use Agriculture Co mmittee 
is repo rted to have urged Co ngress to re­ 
mo ve the ban o n selling and bartering sur­ 
plus farm pro ducts to iro n curtain co unt­ 
ries. 
Secretary Dulles is repo rted to have said 
that there are o ppo rtunities fo r dispo sal o f 
surplus co mmo dities to satellite co untries, 
such as Po land and Czecho slo vakia. Go v­ 
ernm ent o fficials say they co uld do uble the 
vo lume o f go vernment-o wned farm sur­ 
pluses which co uld be so ld abro ad fo r fo re­ 
ign currencies, no w $1.5 billio n annually . 
Many Midwesterners 
have 
repeatedly 
urged the go vernment to get rid o f tho se 
surpluses so meho w, preferably by selling 
them abro ad. At the sam e time they have 
pro tested every lo wering o f the trade b a r­ 
riers between East and West. The chance 
to cut ano ther $1.5 billio n o ut o f that $8 
billio n sto ckpile m ay be to o go o d to pass 
up. Yet fo o d is certainly a way o f strength­ 
ening the enem y ’s hand. 
R ussia’s agricultural difficulties are pro ­ 
viding the “ empty bins’’ into which Am er­ 
ic a ’s surpluses co uld be stuffed. This flo un­ 
dering part o f her eco no my is co nsidered 
a m ajo r military weakness. It will be in­ 
teresting to no te farm belt reactio n to this 
latest surplus dispo sal po ssibility . 


A BLOW TO FR EED O M 
TU R K EY IS IN tro uble because o f pro ­ 
ductio n sho rtages and inflatio n. Po pular ir­ 
ritatio ns have been ex pressed bv the press 
thro ugh severe criticisms o f the go vern­ 
m e nt headed by P rem ier Menderes. 
The go vernment is striking back bv push­ 
ing a press censo rship bill thro ugh the na­ 
tio n’s parliam entary bo dy . 
Newspapers 
criticizing the Menderes go vernment wo uld 
be fined $3,600 and face jail sentences o f 
three y ears fo r publishing 
any thing the 
go vernment co nsiders dero gato ry . News­ 
bo y s wo uld be fo rbidden to cry any anti­ 
go vernment news. An o ffending newspap­ 
er co uld be shut do wn fo r three mo nths. 
If the law is ado pted and can be enfo rc­ 
ed, Turkey will be as much a to talitar­ 
ian natio n as any Co mmunist po wer so far 
as freedo m o f discussio n is co ncerned. 
That wo uld be em barrassing to the United 
States which has taken Turkey under its 
wing. The anti-co mmunist wo rld has free­ 
do m to s p II mo re than any thing else. When 
parts o f that wo rld go against freedo m, it 
is a black ey e fo r all.

THE MORE American visito rs penetrate 
the iro n curtain to to ur Russia the mo re 
two things beco me o bvio us. 
1. The asto nishing igno rance that the av­ 
erage Russian has o f the o rdinary facts o f 
life in the Western wo rld, and his curio sity 
to learn mo re. 
2. The amazing friendship sho wn West­ 
erners by the co mmo n peo ple o f Russia. 
All the y ears o f villificatio n and untruths 
spread abo ut this co untry by the red lead­ 
ers do es no t seem to have turned the Rus­ 
sian peo ple to hatred.

Ohio Ag Station 


WOOSTER IP— Does radioactive 
fallout become ftxed in the soil? 
Does it enter into plant tissue and 
affect the plants? 
Those are some of the questions 
the Ohio Agricultural Experiment 
Station will seek to answer. 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
has hired the station to conduct 
the first tests of atomic fallout on 
plants and soil. The contract spec

A. I—Manslaughter resulting from the operation of 
a motbr vehicle in violation of a State law. 
2—Failure to stop after an accident. 
3—Perjury or making false statement in regis­ 
tering a motor vehicle or securing a driver’s 
license. 


4—Using a motor vehicle in committing a fel­ 
ony or after found guilty of any other felony 
under the motor vehicle laws. 
5—Operating a motor vehicle under the influ­ 
ence of intoxicating liquor or narcotics.

A. School zone speed limit twenty miles per hour 
during school recess and while children are 
going to or leaving school during the opening 
or closing hours. Twenty-five miles per hour in 
other pillions of municipalities, except state 
routes and through highways outside business 
districts which is thirty-five miles per hour. 
Fifty miles per hour outside municipalities.

A. Two head lights; one red tail light and white 
light so arranged to illuminate the rear license 
plate.

18. Q. What is the meaning of the auxiliary yellow 
line on the highway? 
A. When yellow line is in your lane do not cross. 
When there is a double yellow line do not cross. 
19. Q. What is the purpose of highways and streets 
being marked into traffic lanes? 
A. I—To keep slow moving traffic in the extreme 
right lane 
2—To permit the use of the odd lane for pass­ 
ing vehicles and for approach to make a 
left hand turn.
